Construction projects 

update technology and upgrade services 


W ithin a year’s time, a 
number of demolition 
and construction proj¬ 
ects have kept the campus in a 
constant state of change. 

During last spring and early 
summer, workers completed 
taking apart the old water tower 
and erecting a new one in the 
same location. It was needed for 
improvements in the water sys¬ 
tem. 

Construction of a plaza locat¬ 
ed between the Administration 
Building and Kenna Hall 
brought a new look to a neglect¬ 
ed area. The brick and concrete 
walkway now provides a lighted 
path that features a fountain, 
complete with a bear, and new 


landscaping. 

On September 24, ground¬ 
breaking ceremonies were held 
for the new access road which 
will link the campus to Inter¬ 
state 55. Several years in the 
planning, the project will honor 
the late Hershel Grady, who 
sponsored the legislative bill fi¬ 
nancing construction. 

An unsightly old building that 
once was the home of the old 
Bears’ Den and later served as 
coaches’ offices was torn down. 

To accommodate a campus¬ 
wide network of computers, 
workers installed fiber optics, a 
process that required a lot of 
digging and sometimes resulted 
in cut water lines.

Nursing students put in 
many hours in the Lew¬ 
is Health Occupations 
Building every week. 
The two certifications 
are the Associate De¬ 
gree Nursing and Li¬ 
censed Practical Nurs¬ 
ing. The associate 
degree nursing division 
is accredited by the 
Board of Trustees of 
State Institutions of 


Higher Learning of Mis¬ 
sissippi. 

Certain courses are 
required before one can 
be accepted into the 
nursing program. The 
courses range from 
Anatomy and Physiolo¬ 
gy to English Composi¬ 
tion.

Programs in the vo¬ 
cational division are de¬ 
signed for those who are 
interested in learning a 
special skill within two 
years. Training is of¬ 
fered in auto mechan¬ 
ics, diesel mechanics, 
heating, air condition¬ 
ing and refrigeration, 
machine shop, well con¬ 
struction, and welding. 

In addition, an exten¬ 
sive course in cosmetol¬ 
ogy trains students to 


cut and style hair as 
they work under the su¬ 
pervision of their in¬ 
structors. After they 
have clocked a certain 
number of hours, the 
work in the classroom 
setting ends and they 
can begin work in the 
styling salon. 

The facilities at the 
Huddleston Vocational- 
Technical Building are

Students seeking em¬ 
ployment but who do 
not want to attend a 
four year university can 
opt for a two year tech¬ 
nical degree offered at 
SMCC. Students are of¬ 
fered the following 
training courses: Ad¬ 
ministrative Support 
Services, Child Devel¬ 
opment, Computer Pro- 
gramming, Law En¬ 
forcement, Marketing 
Management, and Elec¬ 


trical Technology. 

Before successfully 
completing their train¬ 
ing, instructors often 
have to teach three to 
four years of training in 
a two year period.

Halfway through the ’97 football 
schedule, head coach Steve Campbell 
and his players had defeated four 
teams while losing only once. In the 
minds of SMCC fans, the season was 
already a success. 

Joining the staff of coaches was 
Kenny Edenfield, a former teammate 
of Coach Campbell. He took over the 
duties of being offensive coordinator. 
Returning as assistant coaches were 
Charlie Coles and Kenny Miller. 
Steve Yowell was an administrative 
assistant. 

The team of coaches collaborated 
on a game plan that put the Bears in a 
winning mode. A 35-12 victory over 
Coahoma was followed by a narrow 
defeat by a Holmes Community Col¬ 
lege team that won with a field goal in 
the last 19 seconds of the game. 

After the temporary setback, the 


Bears went on to win their next five 
games against Northeast, Pearl River, 
and Gulf Coast. Playing in 
Booneville against the Northeast Ti¬ 
gers, SMCC jumped to an early 14-0 
lead behind touchdowns by Alvin Lee 
and Eric Riggins. 

To cap off Homecoming activities 
on October 4th, the Bears’ Jeremi Ru¬ 
dolph rushed for 165 yards and two 
scores in a 28-10 victory over Gulf 
Coast.

The season may have had a bleak 
beginning with two straight losses, 
but the men’s basketball team soon 
discovered a magic combination of 
accuracy and hustle. As a result, in 
mid-January the Bears were enjoying 
a 16-game winning streak. 

Once they got rolling, there was no 
slowing them down, especially when 
it came to playing teams in their di¬ 
vision. 

After the Christmas break, the 
Bears posted a 117-80 victory over 
Delgado. Everybody who dressed out 
for Southwest scored that night. 
Some easy baskets came their way as 
the Bears had 10 dunks during the 
evening. 

A crucial test came on January 12 
when SMCC hosted the Pearl River 
Wildcats. The 96-88 win by the Bears 
improved their division record to 4- 
0. The top statistic of the night was 
Southwest’s field goal percentage as 


they shot 57 percent for the game. 
They also connected on 10 or 22 at¬ 
tempts from beyond the 3-point line. 

In mid-January, in a game with Co- 
Lin at Wesson, the Bears won by 20 
points. “Overall, we shot the ball well 
from the perimeter,” said Head 
Coach Don Skelton. 

The winning streak ended on Jan¬ 
uary 22 at Gulf Coast Co mmuni ty 
College as the Bears dropped a 78-72 
division game. Although the Bears 
fought back to tie the game early in 
the second half, foul trouble hindered 
the rotation. Jason Holmes led 
SMCC scorers with 22 points. 

On January 26, the Bears played 
the second half of their game with 
East Central without Coach Don 
Skelton, who was sent to the locker 
room after his second technical foul- 
A well-disciplined squad went on to 
win the game 88-70 to improve their 
record to 17-3.
